opening the conference Principal William Aspinwall 
stated that the community center was one the best means re- 
vealing community not only its wealth educational and 
socializing resources, but also its splendid opportunity vitaliz- 
ing and invigorating the work the school. said part: 

very recent times school property was used exclusively for 
class room work during the school hours only, and during the re- 
mainder the time the day and the week and the year was 
idle, service any one and often actually deteriorating from 
the educational possibilities and opportunities that were there 
our disposal and which were overlooked? change 
has already taken place and now more and more widely taking 
place the public mind with the growing realization that this 
situation represents great waste facilities for education and 
service, and the demand now being made increasing num- 
ber places for use the school plant”. The response 
this demand has often taken form the organization social 
centers the schoolhouses, with the aim providing the means 
recreation not only for the children out school hours but also 
for all the residents the neighborhood. Playing together estab- 
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new relationships fellowship, develops common interests 

and binds together the people community most effective 
way. cities and the larger communities much being accom- 
plished through these recreation centers for the social good and 
becoming clear never before, although has long been taught 
educational leaders, that the manner which people spend their 
spare time really important determining character and civic 
usefulness. But furnishing recreation only the beginning the 
movement. Many other equally valuable activities have been found 
possible and the development community center now seen 
limited only the support given it. With the growing 
willingness cooperate for mutual improvement, the people 
various communities have started evening schools for civic and 
vocational training, musical, literary, dramatic and athletic clubs, 
public forums for the consideration social, political, economic 
and public health problems; fact matter community con- 
cern out place. 

the rural districts, however, less has been accomplished than 
the cities, but the need less great and among the many 
endeavors recently made for rural progress believed that the 
community center located the public school has most encourag- 
ing possibilities. this means not only are common interests 
fostered and neighborhood relations promoted through recreational 
activities, but what even more important for the development 
the future citizens the community, the occupational and intel- 
lectual interests and the activities the people may brought into 
vital connection with the work the school. the actual busi- 
ness living that most concern the rural school and 
the business living the country that first importance. 
the reorganization its work there need studies that are in- 
terpretative the rural environment, that are personal and use- 
ful, that are the natural outgrowth the home, farm and village 
activities, that will lead better performance these activities, 
that will inspire the boys and girls with joy living the coun- 
try and will demonstrate the fact that intellectual growth, true 
culture and social enjoyment are truly possible country life, 
agriculture and other rural pursuits. This the great opportu- 
nity the rural community center and confidently believed 

that better and more valuable direction can given the 
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cooperative efforts neighborhood than promote the interest 
and enlist the support the patrons the rural school behalf 
these things. this way new appreciation the resources 
and needs the community will gained, keener sense re- 
sponsibility for its welfare will felt and with growing con- 
sciousness this new conception the rural school, new meaning, 
new vigor, and new effectiveness will given its work. More- 
over whatever can accomplished through the school for its im- 
provement along these lines will challenge the community 
for itself and many localities will the privilege the 
school show the way.

Causes Rural Decadence. 


There are three main causes which have produced the exodus 
from the country-side and the resultant conditions. 


The great industrial development within sixty years which 
alluring avenues work, promotions and financial rewards were 
opened and the tempting invitation extended the middle west 
for owning and developing large farms and for the creation 


homes little expense have been small factors the decrease 
rural population New England. 


Financial Opportunities. 


Isolation. 


Probably the past nothing has been more productive dis- 
satisfaction with country life than the isolation which was 
surrounded. Through lack contact with social life and through 
the Jack that mental excitation that comes from contact with 
world currents, life became dull, work became drudging, nerves 
became abraded, homes became unpleasant, and children de- 
camped their earliest opportunities. 


Schooling. 


While previously the elementary schools did not coordinate 
home life and school life and school life did not become real life, 
still the high schools have been unintentional but effective agents 
alienating ‘young men and women from agriculture and country 
life. When the country boy entered the village high school en- 
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tered new world, socially, educationally and industrially. Not 
only did take subjects considerably different from those had 
pursued his home elementary school, but took such sub- 
jects algebra, ancient history, Latin and French, which were 
foreign and did not articulate with his life and experience. 
was forced abandon those things which had been trained 
and which had acquired experience and was required pur- 
sue somewhat artificial and intangible course. When returned 
home the end the first year had forgotton how milk, 
the end the second year had forgotton how harness horse, 
the end the third year had forgotton how put over- 
alls, and the end the fourth year did not return. grad- 
uating there was foisted upon the waiting world callow, 
untrained and untried tyro, who sometimes was inclined judge 
his depth character the height his collar and his breadth 
culture the width his cuff. the town paid his tuition 
thereby hired him leave town and thus deprived itself one who 
otherwise might have been worthy and useful citizen. 


Means for the Restoration Rural Infe. 


During very recent years many effective agents have been oper- 
ating toward countervailing the causes rural decadence herein 
discussed. 

Those that have played conspicuous part such service 
New England are: 

(a) The better returns now received for agricultural products 
which the thrifty and business-like farmer today frequently 
nets more his capital than the merchant professional man. 

(b) The improved facilities for marketing agricultural prod- 
ucts better means transportation and the development 
markets near home through industrial development. 

(c) The adoption new machinery, tools and appliances 
means which much the former arduous work now elimi- 
nated. 

(d) The general diffusion profitable agricultural knowledge 
through the extension and county agent service the State Agri- 
cultural Colleges and through discussions farmers’ clubs and 
granges. such agencies farming has passed from vague hope 
definite science and from mere occupation profession, 
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farm life has been transformed from mere existence recog- 
nized career and the farm home from earthly abiding place 
“the dearest spot earth.” 

Within recent years also conditions have developed the 
cities that the opportunities for financial rewards are less alluring 
than formerly account the high cost living, the inability 
develop suitable home for rearing children, the keenness 
competition the labor market, and the stifling one’s sense 
possession, individuality and freedom. 

The isolation country life New England now almost 
wholly counteracted. The most potential means the accomplish- 
ment this result are: 

(a) The telephone for communication. 

(b) The automobile for quick transportation. 

(c) The daily delivered the door for knowledge 
current events. 

(d) The public library for general information. 

(e) The grange and other organizations for social advantages. 

its passing, country life has become practically the ideal life. 
result many the cliff dwellers our large cities are seek- 
ing life the open order that their children may become natur- 
alized through contact with nature, may become strong, well- 
rounded, deep-souled and clear-visioned men and women, may 
know human life its best, may develop deep sympathy with 
the human kind and may recognize man for his worth rather 
than for his wealth, may esteem him for doing the thing nature in- 
tended him and for living the life the Almighty intended him 
live rather than for his superior talents for official position. 

The effects the training previously provided the high 
schools New England are now rapidly being neutralized through 
the changes the contents the courses pursued and through the 
methods instruction employed. 

Previously these secondary institutions were academies sup- 
ported public schools; now they are becoming institutions for 
the people. Previously the student had adapt himself the cur- 
riculum now the curriculum adapted the student. Previously 
the courses converged upon college now they are focussed 
upon preparation for life. Previously they prepared merely for 
living lives; now they prepare for earning living well. Pre- 
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viously they alienated the boy from country now they capital- 
ize his interest, knowledge and experience and send him back well 
furnished for country living. 

The one rule today which the value any subject tested is: 
Will the subject function the lives enough pupils make 
profitable. The application this rule has placed the doubtful 
column many subjects previously held sacred and indispensable. 
result this modern questioning rapid transformation 
taking place throughout New England and the high school will 
not much longer transforming station but reactive agent for 
the agriculture and country life. will not only re- 
ceive, but begin give back. will longer tax 
but will become investment. 

Another agent the development country life the rural 
school teacher. Not only should she trained teach rural 
school, but she should trained rural service and know how 
develop community spirit and activity. 

Vermont the teacher training course system has been intro- 
duced order prepare teachers for rural schools. The system 
has been far developed that next year are able furnish 
trained teacher for every vacancy that may occur rural school. 
These teachers are instructed not only the art teaching but 
also the art building community and country life. 

Agriculture and country life are coming their own New 
England. New England the next half century should not 
simply the nation’s pleasure park, but should become nearly 
earthly paradise as. possible through the occupations pursued, 
the homes maintained, the traditions received and the character 
the people who inhabit its country-sides. 
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The Meaning the Rural School the 


Community Center 


ultimate definition the rural school com- 


munity center can not framed this time. Its 
the full realization them. will only after 


possibilities are great but shall have wait for 
years study, effort and experience, that the com- 
plete significance the school community cen- 
ter will realized our districts. 
the school community center means 
much more than the use the building for social and educational 
purposes. will very naturally include this phase and result 
thousands our uncouth, poorly lighted, illy ventilated, partially 
heated, and meagerly equipped buildings will give way struc- 
tures well adapted for every legitimate interest and activity 
both young and old. also seems clear that the school- 
houses the people must available for the use those who 
have built them and bear the burden their maintenance, pro- 
viding such use does not seriously interfere with their primary 
purposes with the best interests the community. But this 
not half the significance the movement. 

must have these schools teachers who are capable 
directing the work the young that they shall, least, have 
opportunity learn what satisfactions and pleasures the open 
country has offer. Today this condition exists relatively few 
our rural schools. Already the country folks seek too much 
their recreation means tawdry imitations what found 
the city. The school does little develop the country youth 
appreciation for his surroundings. life the country 
rise its best opportunities young and old must learn utilize 
the interests their daily surroundings. The moving picture 
with great educational possibilities, but sometimes 
fear that country districts going only another means 
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closing the eyes the country youth greater wonders than 
are found most “Movie” films. 

must have our rural schools, teachers, who have the in- 
sight, the appreciation and love those things that are found 
the country surroundings, that they may used the edu- 
cation the child. shall never have the best country condi- 
tions long the farmer stays the farm only sufficient 
length time secure competence and then moves the city 
village. not alone better economic return that will lead men 
and women regard the country, not merely place earn 
living, but place live. shall not get generation 
such country folk until get country schools that can open 
them the satisfactions that are found country life. This 
bears fundamental relation both directly and indirectly the 
rural school community center. 

The country must learn use its own dramatic, artistic, for- 
ensic, and intellectual talent. There scarcely community that 
does not have within wealth ability these fields were 
developed. must have our country schools teachers, men 
and women who can direct the recreational and social interests 
the young and old wholesome ways the utilization local 
talent and surroundings. this requires intimate know- 
ledge and keen appreciation life the farm and the farm 
home. 

The teachers our rural schools must able even more. 
They must capable taking active part the adult life 
the community without giving the impression imposed leader- 
ship. They must integral part the community. 

All these things are possible because here and there find 
teacher who with even the meager facilities offered the one- 
room school does all these things, and once that school becomes 
positive force the lives young and old the community. 
need more such schools and should not satisfied until 
can find one every community this land. Their coming 
will gradual and meantime those like ourselves, who are inter- 
ested, must willing work, wait, and meet for the exchange 
experiences are doing today. 

privilege direct your attention few the recent 
developments New York State that think are going assist 
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bringing about realization this ideal the country school 
community center. 

Last year there were established three intermediate schools 
agriculture, mechanic arts, and home making. These are located 
the open country and are part the public school system 
the state. The curriculum covers four year period and comple- 
tion the first six years the elementary school prerequisite 
entrance the intermediate school. these schools the pupils 
devote nearly half their time the study either agricul- 
ture and mechanic arts home making. The teacher agricul- 
ture employed the calendar year and devotes his summer 
work with both young men and old the community, 

early draw any conclusions but these schools seem 
gaining strong hold their communities and recent let- 
ter from district superintendent, who has two the three schools 
his supervisory district states, “Both schools are reaching the 
farmers other school ever saw has been able do.” They 
have two characteristics which believe are essential for any rural 
school that become real center for its community. The 
teacher employed throughout the year and understands that 
his duties are not confined the class room. They have 
portion the content the curriculum that intimately con- 
nected with the work the farm and the farm home. 

New York State are endeavoring extend the influence 
the school the community the direct correlation the so- 
ealled boys’ and girls’ club work with the rural schools. believe 
this work should regarded primarily educational and should 
placed under the direction the school. this gives four 
very decided advantages. 

The permanency the work will assured. This work 
when conducted sane basis has very great educational value, 
and assured its permanency should ally with the 
schools whose tenure are certain instead leaving the 
hands those, whose interests are personal and hence likely 
temporary. 

this means the young will safeguarded against ex- 
ploitation. recent years literally thousands boys and girls 
have been exploited for agriculture. Dean Bailey has wisely said: 
may use domestic animals and farm crops for centering at- 
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tention the agriculture region, but should not use boys 
and girls for this purpose.” But this not the worst. Individ- 
uals have seen personal ends gained use this movement. 
Politicians have frequently seen the wisdom putting money into 
prizes means advertising. They have not, however, been 
more guilty than business men, farm papers, and even educational 
institutions. 

Prizes all out proportion the effort put forth the young 
have been offered, and result deception has been the result 
the part both parents and the youthful contestants. This not 
the kind education that desired. 

Local responsibility may more readily developed this 
means. the rapid development extension work agricul- 
ture and home economics, that now taking place, think are 
beset with very grave danger the manifest tendency cen- 
tralize the work our state colleges agriculture and the fed- 
eral government. overlook the necessity local initiative and 
responsibility our anxiety for immediate results will seri- 
ous blunder. Abiding good-will comes the main only the 
people feel responsibility for the movement. 

The curriculum our rural school sadly need the 
contribution club work can make. Let organize our rural 
schools that they can assume responsibility for this work, and 
both schools and the work will benefitted the alliance. 
believe the home project idea that has been developed and worked 
out this state Dr. Stimson the right basis upon which 
conduct this work. 

New York State the College Agriculture and the Depart- 
ment Education are cooperating the development club work 
the country schools under the name Junior Home Projects. 
The district superintendents schools assume local responsibility. 
This does not mean that other interested agencies, such Granges, 
Farm Bureaus, commercial organizations and interested individ- 
uals will not permitted contribute the success the move- 
ment. They make their contributions through the school system. 

The work has been put upon such basis that boys and girls 
above the sixth grade over twelve years may receive regents 
count year for successful project. Those taking the work are 
not necessarily school regularly; but simply come for the 
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work. Instead putting large sums into prizes are planning 
put this money into supervision. The development this work 
with its attendent school fairs, means the establishment closer 
relationships between the school and the life the community. 

New York State has sixty-three departments vocational agri- 
culture and the teachers these departments, part their 
extension, are not only looking after the home projects their 
own boy students, but they are interesting the boys the adjacent 
rural schools enter this work. some cases they visit the 
schools intervals for the purpose assisting the boys with their 
project study. Under other circumstances they have certain days 
when the boys come into the schools for instruction. During the 
summer they follow the projects these students well 
their regular boys. 

are endeavoring relate the training teachers agri- 
culture with the effort make our rural high schools community 
centers, This year ten seniors have been sent out from the col- 
lege for one-half year, each assistants the regular teacher 
agriculture five rural high schools. The schools were selected 
with reference the ability the teacher agriculture and the 
principal, had depend them large measure for the 
supervision the assistant, and the extent which the school has 
developed its various community activities. The presence this 
second teacher the school made possible for the range activi- 
ties the school extended. More important still, gives 
the apprentice teacher opportunity see the possibilities 
the school becoming community center, that when goes into 
school his own will have both ideas and ideals. 

The definition that has been framed for the rural school 
community center may not meet with your conception it. can 
only frankly say did the beginning that for one not 
ready undertake the formulation final statement this 
subject. have confidence that the rural school going grow 
importance community center and with its development 
will require the very best efforts all interested guide the 
growth aright. 
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Important Lines Endeavor for Community 
Work Massachusetts 


OMPARED with the city community, the country 
community has certain advantages, and also certain 
disadvantages. City dwellers find access stores, 
schools and theatres easy; their mail 
comes more frequently, their newspapers 
night their ways travel are better lighted; and 
means speedy travel are more available. 


But the country dweller has more air, more sun- 
shine, more quiet, and more varied points contact with 
than his city brother. Most thoughtful people, believe, agree 
that would, the whole, better all children could 
reared, least sixteen years age, country community 
clean, small village (many small villages are less clean than 
large cities), where the agricultural occupations predominate. 

Life cities makes urgent and necessary certain forms 
operative effort, which, when realized, add decidedly the attract- 
iveness city life. Drainage, water, streets and walks, lighting, 
policing, fire protection, free delivery goods—these, cooper- 

atively provided the city, must the country procured 

chiefly through individual effort. But the country should, re- 
turn, enable man given ability support himself and build 
competence more certainly and easily than the city. 
are learning that cooperative effort much more extended 
than now practiced, possible and desirable country com- 
literally hundreds directions the opportunities 
for this are being discovered and defined. But, unfortunately, the 
country community often does not develop men and women who 
have powers invention and initiative adequate meet local 
needs for varied cooperation. 
Where one hundred thousand persons are gathered together 
one compact community like Worcester, there are suré among 
these half dozen persons who combine both great ability and 
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great interest some one phase cooperative activity. Thus 
parks, schools, art museums, streets, monuments, theatres, lighting, 
drainage, water supply, social centers, free hospitals, charities, 
boys’ clubs, and the scores other joint enterprises the city 
have each their little group partisans, supporters, experts. 
Such specialized service and interest are hardly practicable 
the country except over areas too vast for easy 
tion. devices must employed. Action the state, 
large cooperative organizations like the Grange may neces- 
sary. The country must gradually, its demands, call into ex- 
istence and build special agencies like the Extension Service 
the Agricultural College, Packing Associations, and County 
Agent work. 
But these agencies can only evoked sustained and fairly 
definite general demand. That person helpful the country 
community today who contributes his share making these de- 
mands and showing how they can, least part, met. 
purpose today show what are some the demands 
which, clear, country communities Massachusetts should 
learn make for better education, and the ways which these 
demands can realized. sure that all Massachusetts com- 
munities want better public school education. They not always 
want some the means which educational experts are convinced 
are necessary better education. They are like those our fore- 
fathers who surely wanted better health, but who did not want 
the things that the doctor said were necessary means better 
health. They are like the farmers who want better crops, but who 
disbelieve the use fertilizers means thereto. 
the part take general demands, expressed 
vague longings, and analyze them into specific demands that can 
met through fairly proposals for action followed 
our plans into execution. 
want, indeed, better schools the country community, but: 
(a) want more definite and more continuous school 
policy 

(b) want better teachers, and these better adapted 
their work 

(c) want better school buildings 
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(d) want better opportunities for our boys and girls 
acquire the skill and knowledge required for some good 
occupation 

(e) want equalize the opportunities for education 
and also the burden supporting it, among different 
communities 

Now persuaded that the country community ought, for its 
good, want these things definitely wants cooperative buy- 
ing, demonstration farms, and fairs. the country convinced 
that wants these things, can persistently voicing and clari- 
fying its demands make easy the organization that will bring 
them. Most these things can obtained with little ex- 
penditure money beyond that now required for the imperfect 
facilities which already have. Let illustrate. 

the curse the country school that changes teachers 
frequently. Each year, many communities, and each half 
year sometimes, new teachers are employed. They not know 
the children, their parents, the events last year, the conditions 
the community. Their work does not dovetail with that their 
predecessors, Their methods teaching are new, and, perhaps, 
disconcerting. Towards the close the year, they expect move 
on. Their interests become centered possible new jobs. 

Can this condition remedied? part, yes, and once. 
cannot expect keep our teachers year after year, but each 
rural community having more than three four teachers should 
create conditions which shall insure that the head the school 
shall continue and shall fit the new teachers their work. The 
head the high school other large school should induced 
settle the community and become factor its life. Such 
person, knowing local conditions, can, necessary, take en- 
tirely new supply teachers each year and fit them for their 
work, given opportunity. 

But how can Teachers are employed for the 
term school only. They like the casual labor 
the harvest season the numbered “hands” the irrigation en- 
terprises the west. term service, they are almost 
irresponsible the “hired help” our wives’ 

Here again reform customary practice necessary. Teach- 
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ers must cease employed like casual laborers. They must 
engaged for and paid for fifty-two weeks each year. 
must stipulated advance that they are have reasonable 
vacation weeks solid vacation, with Thanksgiving, 
Christmas and Easter holidays, enough for any teacher who 
trained for her work and who not poor health. must 
stipulated further that the time not spent actually vacation— 
say six weeks all—or teaching—say forty weeks—shall 
spent definite professional improvement and preparing for, 
and properly closing up, school work. 

Let each teacher present her school least week before 
opening—two weeks she new the school—getting her ar- 
rangements made, conferring with the principal and superintend- 
ent, visiting the homes doubtful cases, and attending the plac- 
ing new pupils. Let her hold evening conference with the 
parents her pupils. With the other teachers let her sit 
class under the direction the principal—himself resident 
member the local community. 

After the close the school year let her spend week the 
school, putting records proper shape, providing for special work 
for failed pupils, and putting shape plans for next year. 

Let her required, matter stipulated agreement, at- 
tend summer school least once three years, and some short 
conference institute the other summers. Let clearly under- 
stood advance whether she this her own expense 
the expense the town. 

Let her arrange occasionally city and teach for the 
summer vacation school and acquire new experience under 
conditions differing greatly from those her own school. 

course few the teachers here considered will make teach- 
ing life calling. Most them will teach from four ten years 
and will then marry. But why should not provide that they 
shall give teaching their full heart, energy and time while 
they are have allowed the superstition grow that 
teachers need long vacation—longer than that any other class 
workers. The judicious must exclaim: Humbug! The long 
vacation custom has simply grown because teachers the coun- 
try have always been regarded casual laborers. Teachers are 
not anemic class, coddled like valetudinarians. com- 
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petent graduate Massachusetts normal school needs spend 
two months each year home with mamma— matter fact, 
they do, the best them find something work at. 

Let then insist that our teachers shall employed the year 
round professional service—in teaching, perfecting them- 
selves for their teaching. Let pay them whatever reasonable, 
and accordance with the law supply and demand for this 
work. Let give trying much institute work during 
the busy season and put where belongs—in the season when 
children are not school. predict that the adoption the plan 
here outlined and that the resident principal would improve 
the efficiency rural schools least fifty per cent. 

want better school buildings—school buildings 
rightly lighted, constructed and arranged, safe, and suitable for 
community center work? shall never have them long 
local school authorities expect trust their own judgment and ex- 
perience planning new buildings changes old buildings. 
Expert knowledge necessary this field spraying trees, 
applying fertilizers, and dealing with live stock epidemics. 
uncommon thing find school building erected Massachu- 
setts showing violations most the principles schoolhouse 
construction that have been unanimously accepted well in- 
formed people for over twenty-five years. The efforts school 
authorities deal with architects and builders, unaided, are ex- 
pensive, and productive badly designed and poorly constructed 
buildings. Some state authority must created place the 
disposal school authorities expert advice and assistance, does 
now theAgricultural College matters agriculture. 

The purpose the public school, know it, has been 
give general education—the fundamentals knowledge, taste and 
habit, which some degree should all possess. The public 
school has not been intended fit people specifically earn 
living—although many our small high schools have so- 
called commercial courses, which are partly catch-alls for imcom- 
petent uninterested pupils and partly half-hearted means fit- 
ting bright pupils for stenography, bookkeeping, some other 
form commercial work. 

But now are providing special schools, not necessarily con- 
nected with the public school, although they are supported town 
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and state together, the object which teach boys and girls 
suitable ages (they must over fourteen) certain occupations. 
intended that these schools shall teach the occupations far more 
practically and efficiently than the commercial occupations are now 
taught high school commercial departments. 

these vocational schools intended that gardening 
taught, the boy, result, shall become, degree, very prac- 
tical and efficient gardener; girl taught cooking, ex- 
pected that she shall learn cook correctly, quickly, and econom- 
school expects, far this possible one, two, three 
years, make him thorough and reliable worker one these 
fields. 

Massachusetts needs more these vocational schools. Every 
boy and every girl should have opportunity such school. 
This hardly the case now. Local communities are yet back- 
ward providing them, although the state bears one half the ex- 
pense. The time not far distant when community: that does 
not provide opportunities for vocational education will stand con- 
demned unprogressive and indifferent the interests its 
own children, 

There was time when people had pay for the educa- 
tion their own children. The poor man with many children, 
trying his duty them and the state, bore the heavy burden. 
The rich man, with few children, had serious burden. 

Then took great forward step. said, effect, that the 
education the children was community concern, that all should 
share the burden supporting education, each according 
his ability pay. The property the rich man was taxed 
help educate the children the poor man—in the same town, that 
is. 

But Massachusetts have not taken the next necessary 
step. Within the town tax the rich man, said. But when 
circumstances permit rich men gather towns themselves, 
and when poor people are forced live towns themselves, 
not extend the good principle making the cost educating 
children common burden. not seek equalize the public 
school opportunities the children rich and 

Among all the states the Union, are the foot the list 
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this matter. ought hang our heads shame. far 
can find, other civilized state country the world makes 
the local community, without reference its wealth its poverty, 
bear large portion the cost education does our own 
state 

give the income the Massachusetts School Fund, indeed, 
but mere pittance, and not even wisely distributed and 
give few other sops. But are half century behind some 
the states that are more progressive this matter, and the con- 
sequences show the fact that while Massachusetts has some 
best schools and some the most progressive communities 
educationally the country, also has some the worst, least 
comparison with northern and western states. How long will 
the Commonwealth this matter continue give literal and cruel 
application the parable “To them that hath shall given, and 
from them that hath not shall taken away even that which they 
have.” 

These are but few the problems that must met and 
solved concerted action rural communities Massachusetts. 
Days opportunity, large, growing and glorious opportunity, 
surely lie ahead prepare ourselves for them. Conferences 
like this pave the way for the joint action necessary translate 
our opportunities into realizations,

school’s opportunity for civic betterment de- 
pends upon several things, the curriculum, the 


equipment, the attitude the community, and the 
personality and training the teacher. any 
these poor, the school’s opportunity 
greatly diminished. the nature the first 
three requirements large extent dependent 


upon the teacher, she may regarded the largest 
factor betterment and through the school. large 
part this discussion therefore will have with the impor- 
tance her training for this particular work the rural school, 
and what she can and has done such school under favorable 
conditions for civic improvement. 

civic betterment shall assume meant what the school can 
prepare its pupils become better and more efficient citi- 
zens, and indirectly what influence can exert the home 
through the practical things taught the children and directly 
through its various projects enlist the cooperation and interest 
the parents for mutual assistance. 

Anything that prepares the country boys and girls fulfill bet- 
ter their duties the community for civic betterment. They 
will the men and women tomorrow. Whether they will 
able maintain the high standard the past and make higher 
one for the future will depend very largely upon the training the 
school shall give them. that training shall one that shall fit 
country children better for country life and country conditions, 
that shall make the boy more skillful farmer and man affairs 
and the girl better home maker and more broad minded woman, 
civic improvement bound result. Equally true that the 
parent benefits with the child, for he, too, with common interest 
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the school, partaker and sharer all the child 
learns there useful and helpful. Hence the rare opportunity 
the wise and devoted teacher for the improvement the com- 
munity through her school. 

The American school has always been great factor for civic 
betterment and always will be. All the children all people 
there. the one place where all may met upon the level 
equal terms and with equal opportunity. Naturally the doings 
the school become the common talk the home. Naturally the 
new things learned there become part the common stock 
knowledge the home, especially when this home belongs the 
recent comer our shores, anxious learn the ways the new 
country, anxious acquire much possible the knowledge 
freely offered through the schools, anxious know the things 
that seem place his American neighbor higher plane 
life and living. What way easy through the discussion 
home the things learned school the children 

What wonder that every organization that has heart civic 
betterment, has striven have its particular propaganda made 
part the school curriculum, not merely because the children are 
impressionable age but because the parents may best 
reached through their children 

result find the anti-cigarette and anti-saloon people 
compelling instruction temperance, the believers thrift, the 
teaching thrift, the health reformers, instruction better con- 
ditions hygiene and sanitation, the agricultural promoters, 
the formation home and school gardens through the direction 
and encouragement the school, the believers the betterment 
the home, the teaching cooking, sewing and domestic economy. 
Societies for the prevention tuberculosis, for the prevention 
cruelty animals, for the protection birds, for the protection 
trees, for the promotion patriotism, for the promotion 
peace, all these and many more, their efforts enlist the co- 
operation the schools, show their profound belief the efficacy 
these means promote civic improvement. 

addition ‘to all these relatively new ways which people 
are asking the school’s help for community welfare, there 
growing feeling well expressed such writers the rural school 
Hart, Foght, and Carney that the rural school 
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teacher has still broader work. They think that she should not 
only teach the fundamentals well, give good instruction sewing, 
cooking, gardening and manual training, but also that she shall 
sort uplift committee the whole who shall inspire the 
farmers better farmers, their wives better home makers, 
the children with such love for the country that they shall not 
desire leave and all with wish secure ideal conditions for 
the school equipment, decoration, sanitation, facilities 
for work and play. 

While this represents undoubtedly exaggerated idea what 
the school can do, nevertheless true that any school may exert 
vital influence upon the community. If, however, this done, 
must first all have teachers thoroughly trained for rural 
school work. They should know enough about sewing, cooking, 
manual training and gardening direct these practical and 
desirable forms work. Their education should give them 
insight into the opportunities and the limitations country school 
work, should give them broad conception what successful lead- 
ership has done elsewhere and can do, should prepare them 


make the most the rural environment, its plant and animal 


its problems health and sanitation, and social life, should 
brief show them how make their school the largest possible fac- 
tor for supplementing the work the home making better citi- 
zens. 

Let consider Miss example the many teachers all 
over the S., who have demonstrated their unusual work the 
greatness the opportunity the rural school. her tact, her 
skill instruction, her interest her pupils, her ability bring 
about improvements, she changed the whole attitude the com- 
munity both children and parents toward the school. 

She made her school room attractive because she knew that 
pretty room was refining influence. She gave many practical 
lesson hygiene and sanitation, aiming show the children the 
dangers from dirt, dust, poor lighting, ventilation, seating, badly 
kept toilets, the benefits fresh air, cleanliness, good posture, etc. 
Through new games she tried give them greater cooperation, 
initiative, more grace body. Through her instruction sewing, 
cooking, manual training, gardening, she sought interest the 
children more home enterprises. For the same reason she in- 
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duced them join the various State Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs for 
the promotion home work. The new ideas gained the chil- 
dren these clubs and put operation home stimulated their 
parents better methods She encouraged the children 
read better books and helped them select and get these. She 
taught them about the animal and vegetable life around the school 
and sought interest them nature new bond hold them 
the country. She taught them the important things about the 
local government and the need every one taking active inter- 
est it. doing these and many other practical things she be- 
lieved she was helping her pupils become more efficient citizens 
well also giving them many new ideas which would prove 
helpful their parents. 

interest the people more school, she had entertainments 
which the parents came increasingly large numbers. She 
organized parent’s club. She tried secure the cooperation 
all local organizations the Grange, etc., for the support the 
things she had heart. these various ways opportunity was 
offered become acquainted with each parent, show her interest 
their children, show them her plans, show them the school 
needs and enlist their cooperation. Incidentally also her gath- 
erings helped make the people better acquainted with one an- 
other and make possible, therefore, more cooperation their 
part toward local improvement. 

Such were few the ways which one teacher sought 
utilize her school’s opportunity. What she did, any wide awake, 
well trained teacher can do. When she does there will 
complaint abroad that the rural school inefficient and that 
not doing its fair share for civic betterment.

interpret the recent amazing interest this subject 
new realization the significance the social 
aspect rural education. This interest virtually 

recognition the community-idea, and the 
that the school social tool instrument and 
must function completely possible terms 

social community welfare. not for the 
chairman the afternoon, the introductory re- 
marks requested him, inject discussion details, nor even 
attempt give direction your thought. But may allow- 
able for him suggest few considerations that seem him 
fundamental, presented from the point view one who in- 
terested see rural improvement made terms the largest 
social welfare. 

The public has always been the United States com- 
munity affair. That say, has been supported and man- 
aged the community. Probably has been the most democratic 
all our social institutions. has tremendous rootage the 
community life, evidenced such facts the requirements 
compulsory schooling; the general tax for school support; the 
great size the school tax comparison with other taxes; the 
fact that many cases women may vote school matters. 
the case the rural school this community interest well illus- 
trated the organization the school district, which has brought 
the school and its management very completely into the hands 
all the people interested the school. 

actual achievement, however, the rural school has never at- 
tained full stature community institution. general there 
has been low community consciousness rural regions. The 
small school district not true community—simply convenient 
geographical Even New England, under the town sys- 
tem rampant individualism has determined the school atmos- 
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phere. can hardly denied that teaching has been almost uni- 
formly individualistic; has been extremely difficult for the 
teacher see beyond the individual the individual’s relation- 
ships society. The rural school has never been activity; 
has simply been pumping station. Activities are almost always 
social. Moreover, the content the teaching the rural school 
has sprung, not out the soil the community but out 
alien environment; hence, this teaching had social message, 
led the hills and far away” the cities with their appeal 
the stirrings heart the rural boy and girl. And furthermore, 
both the teachers and the parents, children have almost 
always been regarded personal asset (or liability), not 
community asset. These reasons, and perhaps others, may, think, 
held responsible for the fact that although the rural school 
sentiment community practice has not functioned 

not going construct brief for the proposition that the 
school can not function properly except community-building 
institution. That point view may assumed; but denied, 
may still agree the importance the How may the 
school best work for the community 

significant the present state our thought this sub- 
ject, that the question just asked cannot answered until have 
answered another: What community? community not 
merely collection people, much less geographical area. 
true community more less social organism, with enough in- 
dependence have its own specialized institutions. true com- 
munity can study itself, plan for itself, have ideals. community 
has individuality, personality. sense self-sufficing, can 
live its own resources. least social unity. inte- 
grates the apparently separate and individual interests many in- 
dividuals into conscious wholeness. 

school, true its possibilities, will fit into this idea 
community, and the positive side will seek make its ut- 
most contribution the upbuilding the community. Or, put 
more properly, the community will see that has school 
which does all that school can behalf the community that 
supports it. The school will become one the instruments which 
the community seeks realize its own ideals. using the word 
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“school,” here thinking the institution one the vital 
organs our social body rather than physical plant. 

come back our practical question: How may the school 
serve community-builder? mind there are three main 
methods, and they are recited order their importance. The 
school may serve community-builder: 

socializing itself. 

II. serving the educational center for the out-of-school 
people, both young and old. 
III. the use the school building community house. 

Let consider each these methods very briefly, and for the 
sake emphasis, the reverse order their importance. 

The use the school building community house. 
great deal being said and written, and effectively done, make 
the rural school house true physical community center. Without 
question this movement has its underlying philosophy the com- 
munity idea. afraid that the minds many, the up- 
permost thought with the use the building 
convenient and helpful place where the people the community 
may meet and discuss and decide any the issues their com- 
mon life. mind the question, what building should 
used a.community house, largely practical 
many New England towns the town hall the best possible build- 
ing for this purpose; and should like see larger program for 
the use the town hall than have even now. Sometimes the 
church the very best possible building use community 
have pocket winter’s program town forums 
and discussions comprehensive perhaps one might wish, all 
centering about church. many parts the country, includ- 
ing New England, there movement apparently gathering 
force that calls for entirely new building used neigh- 
borhood community house. 

Outside New England, where the town halls are less evi- 
dence and where the consolidated centralized school coming 
the prevailing type schoolhouse, cases where the vil- 
school the rural school the region, should think that 
the school building, perhaps better than any other one building, 
has particular justification its side community house. But 
may confess that ideal physical community center would 
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not community center incorporated any one building, but 
true civic group. Possibly you have noted that used the article 
not “the” the title this paper. ideal occasionally 
nearly realized New England town, where “the center” 
there the beautiful tree-bordered common, surrounded the 
various buildings that incarnate the social forces which that 
community must depend for permanent vigor and growth. think 
that would like see some such arrangement the following, 
the prevailing type for group. 

The industrial interests the rural community, including 
those associations that deal with technical farming well 
those that deal with cooperative business, would housed 
special building Possibly this might the Grange hall the 
cooperative store the little credit union bank. 

The educational interests would center the combined 
schoolhouse and library, least two buildings closely ad- 
jacent. Here would house all those agencies that minister 
education the broadest sense, formal schooling, the community 
forum, good citizenship, rural art, general culture. 

The recreational interests would also center special 
building, housing within its walls and its playgrounds, far 
possible, the common recreational life both the youth and the 
adults the community. 

The maintenance the religious ideals the community 
would the work the church churches, which would foster 
them not only preaching but much fellowship. 

This ideal may seem encourage separation rather than unity. 
But must beware that form cooperation which the lion 
swallows the lamb. One the essentials efficiency specialized 
functioning parts, geared into real working harmony. see, 
too, some practical difficulties. should like see the play 
school children treated educational process and made organic 
the school life. Would not this call for playgrounds attached 
the schools? Yes, the youth out school and the adults 
would use pupil’s playgrounds. should not duplicate plants 
when avoidable. 

Nevertheless, persuaded that effective mmunity build- 
ing calls for specialized agencies, and that impracticable 
most communities house all these agencies under one roof. 
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II. The School educational center for the out-of-school 
people. may think the school-plant including the 
community library, imagine may make clear without argu- 
ment that heré most important function the school which 
has been sadly neglected most rural communities, There are 
several ways which the school building can serve that part 
the community which has left 

use for continuation schools, which should include both 
the vocational and the general culture types. are only barely 
seeing the dawn great development this direction. 

housing extension schools for adults, both agriculture 
and country life, and general culture subjects along the lines 
university extension. 

making provision for the agricultural education fam- 
ilies. This idea originated, far know, with Mr. Henry 
Sterling, Secretary the Massachusetts Homestead Commission. 
Apparently the present Massachusetts Legislature will pass bill 
which will permit cities utilize their school machinery for the 
purpose giving definite agricultural education entire families, 
particularly those working men who want come into contact 
with the soil. 

Then there the general community use the school and 
the library for the study and discussion citizenship problems 
and the center rural art and culture. Study clubs, debating 
clubs, public forums and other devices have all proved their worth. 
But may here throw out caution against such use the school 
makes itself propagandist agency for reforms. 

The Socialized School. have discussed the use the 
school building community house, and the service the school 
educational center for out-of-school people. The third, and 
regard it, the most important method which the school 
may properly relate itself the community, through socializing 
the school itself. This method involves intrinsic values the 
school. The other methods are simply practical and 
conceivably other institutions than the school might serve nearly 
well. But this method indispensable. How can developed 

organizing the school true community basis. 
mind the great argument for the consolidated school not 
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pedagogical but social, and lies the fact that must create 
what not now have, true rural communities. Ideally, all 
institutions the open country will organized the commun- 
ity basis; this will include the school. The unit school organi- 
zation should the community, and suspect that the most 
tive way get true rural communities get consolidated rural 
schools. 

There must the conscious purpose all concerned 
make the school fulfil the community needs. Both teachers and 
parents must understand that the job the school less 
Johnny and Mary how “get on” the world, than make 
them true citizens great democratic society—a democracy 
that fully conserved only when consists multitude fed- 
erated local communities, each one which true democracy. 

The school should make all possible use community ma- 
terial its teaching, even the extent achieving study 
the rural problem “in not necessarily advocating the 
formal study agriculture the grades—indeed, inclined 
think that not wise procedure—but two things may 
done. Through the boys’ and girls’ agricultural clubs insight 
may given, not only into certain forms farm practice, but also 
into farm business and farm life. And certainly good peda- 
gogy utilize the environment far possible for the materials 
school work. Although frank say that ready 
protest against that philosophy rural education which assumes 
that the rural environment alone, and itself, sufficiently 
broad environment for the education the rural child. 

There must many cooperative activities, both within the 
school itself and participation the school community prog- 
ress, rural community really nothing more less than 
group several hundred individuals completely cooperating for 
common ends. The community idea, the community spirit, and 
the community consciousness, can best imparted the practice 
cooperation. not need into detail. Already have 
used many devices for carrying out this thought. our rural 
schools have not yet gone far may; for example, or- 
ganizing the play life the pupils about the school organizing 
may use the word, the cultural life the pupils about the 
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school and certainly are lax our teaching the rural schools 
concerning agricultural business cooperation well community 
life itself. That rural school will best serve its community, which 
itself most completely true community. 

follows necessarily that teachers must specifically 
trained lead the school socializing itself. 

The cooperation parents and teachers school matters 
exceedingly important the school fulfil its complete func- 
tion the community. The relation the parent and the teacher 
the complete education the child, and the relation the 
adults the community the school whole must worked 
out along new lines. 

The rural teacher must relatively permanent and must 
community builder. realize that the teacher’s all-important 
work, even community-builder, will done through the 
school itself. She will help the immature come proper func- 
tioning personalities and correlated cells the community 
organisms. Nevertheless, the teacher has function apart from 
the school; person, public functionary, the rural teacher 
has task perform the way leadership community-build- 
ing. 

Let recognize that the building true communities the 
main thing rural advancement. Let accept the fact that 
there are many agencies available and desirable for this work, that 
each has its own task, and that each must find its place. Neither 
the school nor any other agency should assume complete leadership 
community-building. There must institutional division 
labor based some broad terms function, and then there must 
the cooperation all the institutions. 

The school will find its place community-builder, first, 
frequently serving convenient physical center many com- 
munity activities; secondly, adding its function formal 
education the task serving the community the cultural center 
the community thirdly, being itself true community, both 
its teaching and its activities. 
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Rural Reconstruction—Experience 
Massachusetts Community 


Huntington center, five separate communi- 
ties, including Chester Center, North Chester, Lit- 
tleville and Montgomery, are affiiliated service 
for general welfare through the churches they have 
for broader work within each parish and 
for more comprehensive work directed from 
Huntington for all these affiliated fields. These 
are directed the minister the Second 
Congregational Church Huntington; there are two regular as- 
sistants giving part time and special helpers are introduced oc- 
requires. These churches and chapels seek 
with every form organized life within their communities, es- 
pecially with the rural schools, and far possible with indi- 
viduals these communities. These affiliated parishes frequently 
enrich the lives one another religious, social, dramatic, ath- 
letic exchange and friendly rivalry. Through experience these 
five parishes some things have been learned about leadership, pur- 
pose, community solidarity, community cooperation and method 
for rural reconstruction. 


Leadership: 


Leadership for community reconstruction matter money 
and men. The problems are not beyond solving but leaders 
cannot achieve without money and communities cannot thrive 
under leadership without initiative, vision, purpose and adapta- 
bility. The country towns and rural communities are languishing 
for the best things religious, social, economic, industrial life 
and the rural communities are earnestly looking for rural minded 
men and women lead them. There call for leaders familiar 
with rural conditions, loving rural possessed with rural en- 
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for character builders, home builders; for leaders 
social, economic and industrial genius. 

These rural minded leaders, recognizing the immediate need 
the smaller communities, must carry world spirit these rural 
sections. not enough connect the smaller community with 
larger world through the daily paper, the telephone and the 
rural mail delivery. This spirit must introduced and fostered 
through community builders residence part the life 
the people. 

Initiative 

The people are not satisfied with their own lives nor with the 
life the community. There phase community develop- 
ment which perfectly fits the ideals the people, but the people 
are not prepared take initiative change this life which has 
been moving settled channels for indefinite years. The com- 
munity leader must introduce initiative and doing this will 
find his most useful point contact, for constructive work, with 
the people together they try meet the needs the people feel. 
what shall this initiative leadership consist? Shall one try 
impose arbitrarily, new life which has seen vision, 
which would create? Or, shall accept this opportunity for 
laboratory work with the people and develop with them life 
already waiting its new birth from the common longings and un- 
tutored ideals the rank and file men? Shall one stand aloof 
and preach them rejoice the opportunity get into this 
school struggle and achievement and learn lift with the 
When one discovers that the people have this sense 
need truly the trained leader has it: that there would 
schools and churches the people were without this sense 
need and were consequently unambitious for their children, has 
found the secret the irresistible, onward, upward trend the 
life men and will seek his useful place the ranks men 
who feel after and long for the better things, learning while 
teaches how bring them pass. 


Vision: 
The most difficult task community leadership find and 
keep useful points contact with the people. accomplish this, 
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leadership must immersed creative vision. Imaginative, ten- 
planning must carry the leader far beyond his but 
must work plane which enlists their cooperation. the 
subtle, inspiring contagion full heart; through the com- 
pelling overflow soul too big for self and because con- 
structive program the leader must convince the people they 
are equal the task unitedly providing energy and character 
for rebuilding their own community life; that they have scarcely 
begun draw the most useful, the most creative resources 
their command; the resources earnestness, enthusiasm, 
good sense and devotion. The people must shown that com- 
munity solidarity need not mean one mind but one confidence. 
must all learn that although some may not agree, all may 
least believe one another; work with the prevailing sentiment 
for the best and striving improve that sentiment, together lift 
life toward the good. Neither subservience nor imitation de- 
sirable, but the agreement independent men and women seek 
the common good through sympathy, tolerance and lofty ideal. 


Purpose: 


The purpose our work is: create constructive, com- 
munity spirit, which shall foster and develop the best interests, 
not only the smaller community, but the larger area included 
these closely related parishes: relate the smaller com- 
munity the larger interests life that the sense isolation 
shall lost and vital, helpful cooperation with interests world 
life secured: bring these communities advantages, social, 
religious, economic, educational, industrial, otherwise impossible. 


Adaptability 


Adaptability the most searching test efficiency: one may 
capable initiative, rich vision and comprehensive purpose 
and yet not fit. Adaptability need not disregard ideal but must 
take into account the varied forms life with which one has 
deal and led the best the lives the people well 
the best the life the leader. 

Through initiative, vision, purpose, adaptability leadership 
solidarity and cooperation are achieved. 
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There comparatively little one can accomplish alone and that 
little worth the doing. Both intelligence and gifts are 
universal and diversified, not worth while for one 
assume that his own strength called upon make over the 
life even small community. While the rural communities 
must have leaders capable initiative, rich vision and compre- 
hensive purpose beyond that the people, these leaders must 
know how work with the people, learning from the people while 
they lead them their task. Thus creative community spirit, 
expressed community solidarity and community cooperation 
may secured. 

Community solidarity has its roots permanent, psychologi- 
eal, spiritual atmosphere. This must created. Solidarity 
purpose the spirit; comes, men know not whence; its pos- 
sibilities for continuance are one can never successfully 
estimate the marvels accomplished when satisfying purpose 
unites communities for the achievement lofty enterprise. Indi- 
vidual interests community and its varied forms organized 
life cannot welded fiat. Community problems cannot 
solved with club; they must dealt with through the willing 
response the people and the community leader his best 
when able interpret the constructive spirit developed 
community terms action for the welfare the community 
producing that spirit. When this basis, one succeeds uniting 
the people for noble achievement, the people may easily induced 
carry out public life what they already feel private con- 
science. achieve such solidarity people, well conditions, 
must known; that intangible, yet life giving force hidden the 
lives men, capable uniting them worthy purpose must 
Dr. Gladden suggests, need become acquainted 
with the better self the other man; find the uncommon good- 
ness the common man and reveal his unsuspected capacity for 
social service. Probably has been perfectly united 
for such ends but there are communities where large measure 
solidarity has been achieved and because the spirit and the 
achievement the men included this solidarity one already dis- 
covers the new day for the rural community. 
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Cooperation 


The spirit community solidarity expressed community 
cooperation, with the many forms organized life the com- 
munity and far possible with individuals connected with 
organization. the life the people enriched and condi- 
tion uplift and progress secured. Neighborliness over wide 
areas, through social interests, created; social barriers disap- 
pear, not only immediate neighborhoods but between closely 
related communities and the higher privileges social develop- 
ment the broadest basis are commonly shared. Thus commu- 
nities profit not only through the individual, spiritual outflow 
life, but through the united spiritual impulse, the concerted action, 
something worth while. 


The Rural Church and the Rural School: 


Although oceasional cooperation has been achieved with practi- 
cally every form organized life within these communities, the 
rural and the rural school have found most frequent op- 
portunities for cooperation. The work the school and the 
church specifically differs but their aims are identical. The ru- 
ral school social its aims, with character, efficiency, 
outlook its contributions the rural life.

Its outreach these directions 
justified not only because the work attempts but 
cause confirms the mind the practical man, the conviction 
that there are constructive forces behind the church, like those be- 
hind the school, seeking immediate practical results for the wel- 
fare the people regardless creed. real community 
gain for school and church and people have the people thinking 
the school and the church terms social service. 
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Vocational Outlook: 


The rural school and the rural church are best adapted help 
the boys and girls determine the worth their lives and choose 
The rural section must claim its own but must continue 
contribute strength and character the other essential indus- 
tries and professions. Community leaders must know their young 
people and arouse each his best harmony with natural tastes 
and proficiencies. Boys and girls adapted rural life must 
inspired and taught how live constructively and usefully the 
rural community get the most out their environment and 
contribute their best it. 

The boys and girls different fibre, incapable finding their 
largest usefulness the rural environment must led right 
opportunities for most complete and full life. The outlook for 
rural reconstruction through the school and the church bright 
with promise but more varied and better trained leadership 
needed. 

The inclusiveness the work the school and the church 
constantly broadening and the breadth cordially appreciated 
the people. The rural school and the rural church offer most in- 
spiring opportunities for enriching the educational, social, moral 
life all the rural people. There are fundamental interests with 
which the church and the school must constantly deal and the 
church and the school may become the inspiration for practically 
all the attempts community building, expressed other forms

Definite Rural Problems: 


The decline sturdy New England families must dealt 
with through the church and school. this decline 
are apparent every rural community but “life the daily thing 
never heed.” The church must grapple with this problem and 
the school must see that biological facts showing the horrible 
causes are made readily available and hammered into the growing 
generations. The people ought taught why there are some 
strong, some degenerate sons and daughters. better rural race 
needed: the rural sections demand new blood, sturdier life. 
The New Englander cannot provide enough it; multitudes 
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foreign birth and descent must throng these New England hills 
and valleys. And because this the rural sections offer 
promising opportunities for mingling the races. Through co- 
operation rural church and rural school the choicest spirit 
democracy may entrenched and the finest type American 
life developed. This requires depth human sympathies, 
breadth outlook and richness spiritual purpose the part, 
the native New Englander which may prove his severest test 
meeting the social and religious demands more varied rural 
life. Democracy cannot accomplish its best until are all demo- 
cratic, and christian democracy particular worth the rural 
sections. 


addition the regularly appointed activities the churches 
and through measure community solidarity and cooperation, 
the Huntington-Chester Parishes have had part initiating 
Chautauquas, Christmas celebrations, lectures, music, athletics, 
play ground, dramatics, moving pictures, old home week, confer- 
ences for boys, visits colleges deputations, community basis. 
The Chautauquas and the Community Christmas celebrations have 
appealed the widest circles, both people and territory; the 
other interests have been more local their appeal. The use 
good literature and good music throughout the parishes have been 
productive much good. Literary evenings with Browning, 
Whittier, Kipling, Tennyson, Whitman and Van Dyke and the 
best music with Victrola and Cantatas have been widely appre- 
ciated. extended program through the Hampden County 
provement League, the Hampshire County Farm Bureau and 
the Extension workers from the Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
lege with wide range service from the College 
Springfield has opened the way for many varieties usefulness 
constructive rural life. There has béen wide cooperation with 
the boys and girls the parishes regardless their connection 
with our Groups college men have spent week ends 
and vacations, spreading good cheer, songs, dramatics and general 
fellowship throughout the parishes. 

Perhaps the most useful work the winter with boys has been 
series Sunday afternoon talks “How Take Care the 
Body.” all classes have been interested. 
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all these activities one motive has been mind: that 
broader evangelization, seeking permeate the entire fabric 
community life. Looking beyond the mere lining up, the nar- 
rower sense, for distinctly church activities, would convince 
the people that there legitimate interest life outside the 
pale that the business men and women 
everywhere make all forms life better; find useful, help- 
ful ways expressing the deepest, truest things men feel and 
think that this attempt revitalize life should the permanent 
force all our human interests. 

the application the belief that the spirit Jesus, given 
freedom our human relations, will bring the new earth seek 
these rural places and that the essential thing for the church 
her broader role community builder make real the heart 
her life, these more complex, vital, human relations. But things 
achieved are far greater than those accomplished and the most 
difficult task continually create community solidarity de- 
voted worthy ideals, not based tangible program, but per- 
manent, psychological, spiritual atmosphere, preparing all for ad- 
vanced steps which have not even dreamed. this task 
energies are devoted with ever increasing earnestness; interests 
are planned and carried out with definite object beyond desire 
produce good feeling, breadth fellowship and the laying low 
barriers hostile confidence and the spirit christian democ- 
racy. 

Through these undertakings, leading larger realization 
the sense the worth life, learn understand each other 
better and therefore serve each other better. Through them 
discover the mighty energies womanhood and manhood which 
may successfully turned into useful channels for community 
service. 


Outlook: 


Rural reconstruction possible. While the leader desires 
bring pass, the people long have accomplished. Desire 
for better homes, better farms, betters roads, better schools and bet- 
ter churches wide-spread. immoral influences and 
desire for cleaner lives for the rising generation almost uni- 
versal, With partial readiness the part the people wel- 
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come the better influences rural life the rural leader church 
and school may approach his work with wholesome optimism not 
optimism that blinks the facts life; the many serious evils 
must recognized; the task real, the process slow; there are 
hindrances slow yield and easy going light hearted optimism 
can solve nothing, but there optimism gained after hard rubs 
the fight; after digging deep into the lives the people;

the defense proposals now before the United 
States Congress, there none that goes more di- 

rectly and more effectively the heart the prob- 


lem fundamental and real preparedness than 
the Hollis-Johnson Community Forum Bill. 
sure, this measure applies only the District 
Columbia, but providing the means which 
the citizenship the National Capital may enter 
into one all-inclusive union which the freedom each individ- 
ual preserved, this measure shows the practical and ready way 
for the whole Nation, which may become actually, and vis- 
ibly, and quickly—the United People the United States. 
sets forth, simply and perfectly, the plan which, through the 
use our common school system the machinery our compre- 
hensive self-organization, may joined one membership 
Americans—for war, that come—or for the more search- 
ing tests peace. provides, the same time, the way 
which, human beings gathered this continent from all the 
otherwise disunited nations the globe, this world’s “melting pot” 
may come order the World’s House Representatives, 
equipped not only meet intelligently the immediate problems 
local, state and national welfare, but equipped also meet intelli- 
gently and constructively the final problem world organization. 

The Hollis-Johnson bill establishes the right the adult citi- 
zenship, within each local school district, when organized the 
old Town Meeting principle, use, without charge and without 
interference from any subordinate body public servants, the 
public schoolhouse the permanent headquarters organized 
deliberation and cooperation, and makes the duty the pub- 
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lic school trustees make all necessary provisions for the exercise 
this right. this, just copy the law now 
operation Wisconsin, California, Indiana, Kansas, Oregon 
and Ohio, where boards education are required provide for 
the “Town Hall” use the adult citizens when organized local 
communities. 

But not merely copy these laws now existence, for 
contains specifically the one essential provision which alone 
this great movement for citizenship-organization may advanced 
realization, the provision which the experience Wisconsin 
and the other states has shown necessary, but which yet 
state has made legal enactment—the provision the ser- 
vice the organizing and executive Secretary the citizenship. 

everybody’s business” the welfare the local neigh- 
borhood, the city, the nation, humanity; and 
everybody’s Nobody’s”. The great enemy our vital 
common welfare every sphere our responsibility Nobody- 
in-Particular, whose duty serve our common assembly, 
conference and cooperation meeting the great common prob- 
lems our living together neighbors, fellow-citizens, hu- 
man beings. The Hollis-Johnson Bill makes the duty

This measure, which provides the Servant the Neighborhood 
House, which creates the office the Prime Minister democ- 
racy, not only makes possible the single organization the adult 
every sort cooperation, but goes the heart 
the problem the future creating the demand for first rate 
men, instead third rate girls, the supremely important of- 
fices administration the public schools. 

provides the way which that great, clear formula de- 
mocracy enunciated President Wilson may realized: 
zens going school one another the common schoolhouse 
understand and answer public questions, hitherto only repre- 
sentatives the people have gone school one another the 
buildings provided for them.” 

This measure contemplates, its Nation-wide adoption, mak- 
ing every public school principal, his deputy, not only the ser- 
vant the one membership citizens their exercise 
sovereignty electors and directors local, municipal, county 
and state government, but National official, responsible for com- 
municating every individual citizen the sense real unity 
National membership, and finally—the sense supreme and in- 
escapable world-responsibility. 
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Community Activities and Supervision 
Country Schools Connecticut

systematic effort has been made the line 
promoting community activities connection 
with our schools Connecticut, but incidental 
our system supervision the country schools, 
results have been obtained interesting 
the communities the schools, have system 
supervision covering ninety-three the one hun- 
dred sixty-eight towns the state which directly 
under the direction the State Board Education. the re- 
maining towns, many like New Haven, Meriden, Norwich and 
Waterbury, and other smaller towns have competent supervision 
which they furnish the schools, while less than ten towns the 
state have efficient supervision whatever. inspector the 
southern half the towns the state system able give 
estimate the work done here. 

The state pays entirely for the services and expenses the su- 
pervisors towns having not over twenty teachers which ask for 
the appointment supervisor. Apart from his legal right 
visit the schools the towns and approve disapprove teach- 
ers and buildings the towns which receive state grants pre- 
requisite the payment the grants, his functions are derived 
from the local school authorities. most the towns, however, 
the supervisor has entire charge hiring and dismissing teachers, 
purchasing and distributing supplies and acts generally the 
executive the local committee, which trusts his judgment almost 
entirely. few towns the local committees still jealously guard 
their traditional powers though this coming the exception 
the general rule. 

The supervisor required the State Board Education 
visit each teacher twice month, hold monthly teachers’ 
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meeting, make such reports the state may called for, 
make reports the town authorities from time time the 
needs and progress the schools and recommend such other 
matters for action the State Board Education may desire 
have given attention. Thus, within the last three years course 
study, compiled committee supervisors under the direc- 
tion the Secretary the State Board Education has been 
adopted all the towns the system and the methods instruc- 
tion recommended the State have been put into operation. 
have our Connecticut method teaching reading, rather exten- 
sive collection charts for drill work reading, language, arith- 
metic, history and geography which teachers generally use, special 
methods used reading, history and geography, and definite and 
planned time tables for the school day use all the 
schools our system. However, the system not rigid that 
strong supervisors are held down, for all them have part de- 
ciding the policy the supervision force and each has brought 
_his attention the best method and practice the most wide- 
awake supervisors. Through our summer school for supervisors 
the forces are brought into direct and close contact with each other 
and several times each school year all the supervisors meet for dis- 
plans for improving the schools under our care. 

Each supervisor appointed the supervision many 
towns can handle—from three five (or even more 
special cases)—and the number teachers supervisor varies 
from twenty-eight forty-five according the ability the su- 
pervisor the difficulty the field has cover. 

The supervisors have been able work considerable changes 
the condition buildings, teaching force and school work the 
towns they supervise and the changes the thirteen years since 
supervision under this system began are such that now set the 
pace for the larger towns instead following their lead once 
was the case. The millennium has not yet arrived our schools, 
but distinctly nearer than was thirteen years ago. When 
considered that have worked largely persuasion and that 
have gained the confidence the committees the improve- 
ment the teaching the schools will granted that though 

the system seems loose and there seems plenty 
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chance for disagreement and friction, the men the service have 
been such quality win over opposition and create feeling 
confidence the soundness their judgment and their loyalty 
the best interests the schools. 

Through public meetings which approved school work dem- 
onstrated and the success the schools shown, through evening 
sessions the schools which have aimed exhibit exactly how the 
schools are run, means school fairs where the results home 
projects agriculture have been displayed and the methods used 
their production told, teachers’ institutes where the best 
teachers the towns around have shown their methods and ex- 
hibited the work their schools, and Parents’ and Teachers’ 
Associations where problems school and home are discussed, the 
public has been kept informed regarding the progress the chil- 
dren and advised new proposals considered. 

number towns this year agriculture has been given 
prominent place. one school each these towns all boys and 
girls who are old enough are committed definite projects gar- 
dening and canning and the work the children being outlined 
very fully and will supervised during the summer well 
during school time. Fairs the fall will give chance for the re- 
sults the projects seen the people the town. This 
drive reinforce the efforts the state agricultural club leader 
some definite towns and schools.

TT, thoughtful persons, whether teachers laymen, 
are aware the present unrest public education. 
Everywhere, one can hear the rumblings dis- 
satisfaction, and all who love the work feel the keen 
thrusts criticism, however just they may be. This 
dissatisfaction and this criticism are voiced, 
uncertain tones, the public press throughout the 


the land. 

This educational unrest did not originate with the teaching pro- 
fession itself. The profession, body, has been too conserva- 
tive suggest anything revolutionary disturb its com- 
placency. There have been shining exceptions, but lament- 
able fact that many the profession are hopelessly encrusted with 
tradition, formalism and conservatism. them, change un- 
welcome, and the educational advance recent years was not made 
without hard gle the leaders thought and action. With- 
own experience has been get some teachers 
adjust themselves new conditions progress would 
arouse Cambrian fossil life and Nor own 
experience exceptional. 

When recall the wonderful progress medicine and surgery, 
and the ease and readiness with which physicians adapt them- 
selves the progress their professions; when remember the 
great expansion jurisprudence meet the needs more com- 
plex civilization, and how the legal profession constantly ad- 
justing itself these changed conditions serve more intelli- 
gently its clientage when reflect upon the progress religious 
thought and action, whereby has lost none its fine spiritual 
influence, but, luring its devotees Heaven, making earth 
better place live in, and how the ministry adapts itself the 
newer and better conditions, the backwardness our own profes- 
sion becomes matter wonderment and regret.

included distinctively valuable contribution the discussion the 
rural school problem.—Editor Education. 
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This demand for changes the educational system, that will 
render its work more efficient and less formal, comes largely from 
those who are outside the teaching profession; from those who 
observe and use the products the schools. Their insistence 
growing volume and strength. They have invaded the sacred 
the system, have studied its matter and method, have 
analyzed its products, and have voiced their dissatisfaction. And 
now the owners and beneficiaries public education are demand- 
ing radical changes. What the people want, that will they have; 
for this government of, and for them. 

The urban school system, and the same equally true the 
rural system, now organized, does not meet the demands made 
upon the advanced conception the meaning education. 
wholly inadequate for individual training and development; 
its course study too largely traditional and does not meet the 
demands social progress, nor does adequately fit for social ser- 
vice; its instruction formal and uninspiring; much its in- 
struction without permanent value; its methods not give 
character and power; the time required complete its prescribed 
course out proportion the results accomplished 
placed upon quantity, not quality; the time and the methods 
not meet the needs the the life for which its pupils 
are supposed trained shut out the system, and they enter 
upon primarily established train for citizenship, 
its failure apparent the most casual bar- 
ring male teachers from its corps, bids fair effeminate the 
its students, after finishing its course, have little conception 
independent study and investigation; spends years drill- 
ing children upon little facts, which soon fade from memory, and 
neglects the fixings principles; and, instead developing and 
fostering strives form all who enter 
common mould, that they may become much alike one brick 
like another. 

These are some the criticisms that are made upon the schools 
now organized. That there much truth many them 
indisputable. Let examine some these criticisms more de- 
tail, and offer suggestions how conditions may be, some 
measure, remedied reorganization. 
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Within recent years much concern has been manifested because 
the great numbers youth who quit the public schools before 
completing them. One half the children who enter the public 
schools leave before the eighth year, and nineteen-twentieths quit 
before finishing the high schools. This lamentable condition, 
but should longer cause wonder. Among all these quit- 
ters (there are, course, exceptions), the greatest numbers leave 
the schools and out into life because the system not adequate- 
efficient educative force. The course study, the method 
and direction education, repel pupils whose interests differ from 
those the traditional school, and repel them greater numbers 
they grow consciousness their powers and likings. There 
can doubt that most these students leave the schools be- 
cause the material and method our instruction are still pre- 
dominantly abstract, and need made more vital and concrete. 
long the system separates the pupil from his natural activi- 
ties and environment, and continues train him through abstrac- 
tions interpret symbols, word, long the system prefers 
and fosters tradition, abstraction and formalism, rather than the 
real, the vital and the concrete, just long will the children con- 
tinue leave the schools. The only way which stop this 
lamentable exodus the innocents, lies simplifying the course 
study, making instruction more vital and concrete, and 
giving instruction motivity relating and making 
function rea] life. 

Simplifying the course study does not mean the elimination 
subjects, though few cases this might done with profit, 
but should mean the selection the essential and vital and the 
exclusion the unnecessary detail. This simplification and re- 
vision school studies material and method, would provide op- 
portunity for the recognition the constructive and artistic activi- 
ties children; time which use and train mental activity 
with respect science, tools, machinery processes, preparation 
for the modern life; time cultivate appreciation the do- 
mestic and the industrial, the commercial and the agricultural 
environment the pupil’s life. word, applying the prun- 
ing knife practical intelligence the branches the course 
study, leaving only the vital and the essential, and teaching 
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that vital and concrete way, time could given efficient 
training, which comes only through applied education. There can 
efficient education, unless the knowledge applied regu- 
useless. This even truer children than adults. Often, 
when have suggested teachers that whatever learned must 
made functionate, have been told that all the time required 
learn this and that, and none left which give prac- 
tical application. advice has ever been: “Do only much 
can done thoroughly and rightly, even you not compass 

What knowledge most worth must the test this phase 
reorganization. The entire course study must worked out 
from the standpoint the demands modern life, and all the 
problems and studies pursued must reflect actual life conditions 
and situations. Thus school and life will brought together, and 
the life the school will not apart from, but part the larger 
life. 

the reorganization urban education, provision must 
made for the development the individual. There must more 
group teaching, and less mass teaching. The salvation decaying 
Italy the Montessori method individual development. 
the mass teaching, common our urban schools, continued in- 
definitely, American individuality will destroyed repression, 
and massing. Only this can the demands made upon the 
schools the special classes children met. More teachers 
will required, but the better results obtained will more than re- 
pay the additional expense. 

the reorganization urban education, the elementary school 
will end with the sixth grade, and junior high schools, comprised 
the seventh, eighth and ninth grades, will organized. the 
seventh grade, school mortality has been greater than any pre- 
vious year, and its increase the succeeding years pronounced. 
The cause obvious. the seventh grade pupils begin dif- 
ferentiate their tastes and interests.. the elementary schools, 
now organized, there little provision made for the cul- 
tivation these tastes for the promotion these interests. 
the junior high school ample scope will given for the cultiva 
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tion these tastes and the promotion these interests. will 
both, cultural and vocational, thus preparing its students, who 
desire continue their education, for the senior high school, and 
those who cannot, will not beyond the ninth year, for effi- 
ciency some life activity. These schools, while continuing the 
preparation for higher education, will largely supply the loss 
the old apprentice system, whose disappearance resulted in- 
efficient workmen large number occupations. Nearly all 
the pupils who would have quit school after the sixth year, will 
continue their education three years longer because the greater 
efficiency acquired for one the vocations. Such scheme 
reorganization will result good both the elementary and the 
high schools, while excellent results the students themselves that 
will follow this degregation are inestimable. 

Less than one-fifth the children now enrolled the elemen- 
tary schools the United States ever reach the high school. 
the 27,000,000 children enrolled the schools this country, 
more than twenty million are not school after the sixth year. 
The average amount schooling received all the children the 
United States barely five years. Think what saving civili- 
zation, and how powerfully the world’s work will if, 
the establishment the junior high and vocational schools 
large number these twenty million quitters may kept school 
until they acquire some degree culture and 

One the most serious the criticisms passed upon our sys- 
tem education that, when pupils leave the school, they are un- 
inspired with desire for learning, and are without the power 
independent investigation. That this criticism just cannot 
denied. Much the hazy thinking, the mouthing words and ill- 
directed effort due the fact that our system the pupils are 
not trained study. “How Study,” the greatest 
timely pedagogical problem. should studied closely every 
and the knowledge how study given practical 
application the schools, the pupils will come forth with mind 
power, instead crammed minds. They will then have specific 
purpose study; they will have the power supplementation 
they will have the ability organize their ideas; they 
judge for themselves the general worth statements; and, 
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too, they will know how apply their knowledge. How few 
who are members the teaching profession, really know how 
study! What, then, may expect the pupils 

far the most important duty the school the formation 
correct habits study. The mere facts learned from the text- 
book will little benefit the learner after life; but the 
habit study (not memorizing) and investigation, the desire 
the bottom things the search for truth, will untold 
benefit him every walk life. this habit, which should 
formed school, that makes the progressive, independent citi- 
zen. child who forms correct habits study school be- 
comes the intelligent leader, and not the blind follower. 

system schools, the study periods, which are, 
means, memorizing periods, should deemed vastly more im- 
portance than those devoted the recitation; for the average 
teacher more lesson hearer, than instructor. Under our 
present system, especially the South, there little true study 
done the schools. our schools are mere pumping sta- 
tions, and the pupils are little reservoirs, that are filled nightly 
the home pumped dry next day school. Or, change the 
figure, they may compared little guns that are loaded the 


parents fired off the teachers. Sometimes they are poorly 


loaded, and often not 

the reorganization, which must soon come, the study 
periods will have greater emphasis the schedule than the recita- 
tion periods. Indeed, the recitation periods, the new system, 
will become instruction periods. Under the new system, the 
who not thoroughly versed the seience study and who can- 
not give such knowledge practical application the school, will 
not employed. 

The fact that men have practically deserted the teaching pro- 
fession greatly deplored. the present time, not more 
than ten per cent. the actual teaching force the United States 
are men. cities eight thousand and over the United 
States, there are over one hundred and sixteen thousand female 
teachers, and only few more than ten thousand males. 
ing male supervisors this twenty-six per cent. other country 
the world presents such hear great deal 
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about the effeminization the race, but few realize what means. 
Fully ninety per cent. the boys this country leave school with- 
out coming contact with male teacher. The influence both 
sexes imperative the schools. Without that the strong, 
vigorous male teacher, the race will lose its virility. Salaries 
which invite men, together with fixed tenure, would soon solve 
the question the needed number men. must have more 
men the schools, that may have men not merely authority, 
but comrades for our boys. Masculine leadership, masculine 
sympathy, masculine mentality are required their training. 
Masculine and feminine minds and character must have free play 
our schools. These are absolutely essential, and will de- 
manded the reorganization urban education. 

the reorganization urban education, the marking system 
will abolished, promotion will subjects, and, promo- 
tions, little emphasis will placed examination. The teacher, 
who after instructing teachers for five months, cannot judge their 
efficiency and fitness for advancement without reference mark- 
ings examination tests, will have place the system. 

the reorganization, the schools will become largely self-gov- 
erning. The pupils will have part the government the 
schools and this will increase they grow years and discretion. 
Even the primary grades, they will taught responsibility for 
their own conduct, taught how help their neighbors. they 
grow more discreet; they learn self-direction, self-control and 
self-restraint; the spirit cooperation and helpfulness in- 
creases, pupils will have greater freedom, greater opportunities 
take part directing the activities and moulding the sentiment 
the school. Thus only may the schools perform their main func- 
tion—the making self-governing citizens. Self-government can- 
not conferred—it must achieved. growth, which 
comes through training self-government, and not through de- 
pendence and repression.

This number devoted the discussion what 
probably the most important subject now for consideration before 
the educators our country,—the improvement our rural schools. 
This distinctly new movement. have been busy with the 
pressing problems the city schools that have half forgotten that 
often the “up-state vote” that determines the election. Only 
1908 was the first national commission appointed study the possi- 
bilities rural improvement. The trolley and the parcel post have 
created marvelous transformations. Sociologists have discovered that 
more than one-half the citizens our fair land live the country, 
which meant the rural districts and small towns and villages 
with not over twenty-five hundred inhabitants. Churches and schools 
have formed community centers and public and traveling libraries, 
lecture courses and other means culture have been made accessible 
dwellers the country. This modern miracle, which des- 
tined exert powerful influence upon our national life and help 
wonderfully the working out our destiny free people. Much 
credit due the wisdom and far-sightedness such scholarly men 
Principal Aspinwall and his co-laborers the Worcester, Mass. 
Normal School, for their recognition the importance the prob- 
lem raising workers for this new field educational effort 
created the renaissance rural life. Four years ago annual 
conference was inaugurated the school, which has brought together 
each year group able workers discuss rural school problems. 
These gatherings have been most stimulating and profitable. For 
one thing they have advertised this important subject. The influence 
the conferences most excellent upon the young students the 
school whom are sent out later teachers into the 
rural districts, taking with them high conceptions their life work 
and strong sense duty relation the community interests 
the districts which they will become leaders.

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That the rural school teacher has exceptional oportunity for 
exerting helpful influence upon individuals and upon the community 
evident both from the nature the case and matter record. 
The rural school teacher has relatively small number pupils. She 
comes into close touch with their personal lives. She knows their 
“folks.” She can study individual peculiarities, the heredity and 
environment her pupils and can give them individual and personal 
help according the necessities the case. these particulars she 
has far more freedom than has the city teacher, whose pupils are 
often merged the mass, and not.seldom submerged the excite- 
ments and distractions urban life, that the impact their 
teacher’s personality but slight, even hardly perceptible. 
matter record, thousands successful men all walks life, 
grew the country, attended district school, and definitely trace 
the sources their success the influence some tactful and de- 
voted teacher who took interest them and tided them over the 
rocks and shoals the stormy seas adolescence. reward 
greater more highly esteemed conscientious teachers than such 
deferred tributes the value their work. The country affords 
much that can made contribute the upbuilding character 
and success. There the environment nature, with its marvelous 
appeal the mind and heart the growing boy and girl. There are 
the strong ties the home, with its comforts, its simplicity, its oppor- 
tunities for mutual helpfulness. Life the country simple and 
free from the distracting excitements and absorbing rush and hurry 
city life. One knows his neighbors and feels the impulse ser- 
viceableness. There the opportunity for natural and useful 
manual training the daily duties the home and farm, which keeps 
the body alive and healthy and the mind alert and resourceful. 

There the co-operation the church and the Sunday School; and 
the occasional stimulus good lecture other entertainment.

high school work receive less than $60 per month. Fifty per cent 
men teaching the high school receive over $110 month and 
seventy-two per cent, $100 over. Fifty-one per cent the men 
teaching grade positions receive $100.00 more, whereas only 
two per cent women the grades and fourteen per cent women 
the high school receive more than this amount.

Cambridge and Oxford provide this way for several other modern 
languages. lectureship Russian has just been established 
Sheffield University the liberality local firm.
